would be publique to common ' view and examination. The Ex- 
chequer way of Accomprs is the exafteſt , ancienteſt , and beſt 
known way of account of England , and moſt free from deceit - 
Which is almoſt confeſsed de fafto, when, to make the Kings Re- 
venue more obnoxious to their defires, they took it out of the 
Exchequer way ,'(contrary to the Fundamentall Lawes of the Land ; for 
both the Higher and Lower Exchequer are as ancient and fundamentall 
as any Court in England) and put it under a Committee, which , as all 
other Committees doe , willrender an ancount of theirſtewardſhip ar 
thelatterday.
